The Passing Show

Has anything in history equalled the astounding 
progress of Adolph Hitler? Fifteen years after the 
close of the war to end war, and to make the world 
safe for democracy, the housepainter who served as 
a corporal in the Austrian army has relegated 
Hindenberg to the shadows, induced the Reichstag 
to efface itself fot four years, taken over the reins 


of industry as well as of political government, 
restored titles, medals and the trappings of royalty, 
herded Socialists and Communists into concentra- 
tion camps and made himself a greater dictator than 
Mussolini. 

Like Mussolini, he is past the stage of ridicule; 
he has arrived. 

Napoleon has stood as the classic example of 
power attained by an unknown outsider. But 
Hitler's rise outpaces Napoleon's. Napoleon was 
a trained artillerist and gave military service to the 
Revolution. His brother was eminent in revolu- 
tionary politics. He had the glamor of his Italian 
successes before he was summoned to become First 
Consul. But Hitler has risen to defy the revolution, 
The Austrian house painter has opposed the tide 
instead of driving with it. 

Napoleon never undertook to force people to 
go to church, nor did he oppose the reading of the 
Old Testament because they were Jewish scriptures, 
It remains to be seen whether Hitler can triumph 
over a race that has survived through the ages by 
dint of its racial genius. Years ago the name Cohen 
ousted that of Smith from the New York city 
directory in the contest for the largest roll-call. 
Actors no longer play Shylock as a grasping usurer, 
but as a man embittered by cruel raillery and re- 
deemed by a great love for his daughter. 

Germany may be an unhealthy place under 
Hitler for any but yes-men, but unless he takes the 
next logical step and displaces another Jew as the 
head of the national religion, he has invited a con- 
test in which he will assuredly be the loser.

Among my German correspondents is a young 
man at Edmonton who is concerned about the in- 
difference of elected people towards “he problems 
of the day.

The Barter club is in line with 
similar movements which have 
been carried out in various sections 
of Canada and the United States, 
and represents an endeavor to give} 
the unemployed men an opportun- 
ity of exchanging services or goods 
one with another. 

The organization has the sanction 
of the Alberia Relief Commission | 
and other authorities in this city, It 
is hoped to bring the plan to such 
a state of efficiency as to make a 
considerable number of the unem- 
ployed men self-supporting. 


THROUGH CLEARING HOUSE | 

The club will operate through a 
clearing house, where records will 
be kept of each man's special cap- 
acities and abilities. Simple meth- 
ods of operation will be followed. 
A professional! man or merchant 
who desires some service perform- 
ed, such as carpentry work, odd 
jobs of various kinds, may have the 
services performed by men regis- 
tered in the club, in exchange for 
which, they will give credit to the 
amount of value of the services ren- 
dered, for professional services or 
goods in return, as the case may be. 
The records of amounts of credit 
given for, say, groceries or medical 
or dental services, will be kept at 
the clearing house and when any 
member of the club necds goods or} 
services, he will be issued an order | 
for such, to the extent of credit 
standing in his name on the club's | 
books.
